pher, andtherfoze ſtretcht themſelues on their tiptoes, as if they had 

been a kind2ed to the lozd Tiptoft, and began to diſdain their equals, 
ſcoꝛne their inferiours, and euen their betters, fozgetting no we that 
time had taught them to ſay maſſe, howe befoze they had plapde ths 

Clarks part to ſay Amen to the pꝛieſt.

a troope of old graibeards in veluet, ſattin, and woozfted iackets, that

I thought them to be ſome Perbaliſtes oz ſome Apothecaries that 
hadimployed ſuch paines to extract ſome rare quinteſſence out oſthis 
floure, but one ſtanding by told me they were Cozmozantes and vſu⸗ 
rers,that gathered it to fil their cofers with,+ whereto (quoth J) is if 
p2etious?what is the vertue ofitzmary(quoth he) to qualifie the heat 
of inſatiable mindes that like the ſerpente Dipſas neuer dzinking e- 
nough till they are ſo full they burſte, why then ſaide J the Direll 
burſt them all, and with that J fell into a great laughter, to ſe cer- 
fain Italianate Contes, humoꝛous Caualiers, pouthful Gentlemen, 
and Inamorati gagliardi, that ſcoznefully plurkt of it, and woze it a 
while as if they were wery ok it, and at laſt left it as to baſe a floure 
to put in their noſegaies. Others that ſeemed Homini di grand iſti- 
ma by their lookes and their walkes gathered earneſtly and did poc⸗ 
ket it vp, as it theꝝ meant to keepe it carefully,but as they wer carri- 
eng it away, there met them a troupe ot nice wantons, faire women 
that like to Lamiz had faces like Angels, cies like ſtars, bʒeſtes like 
the golden front in the Heſperides, but from the midle downewards 
their ſhapes like ſerpents. Theſe with Syzenlike allurment ſo en⸗ 
tiſed theſe quaint ſquires, that they beſtowed all their flowers vpon 
them foz fanours, they themſelues walking home by beggars bulhe 
fo a pennance. Amongit this crue were Lawyers and they gathe- 
red the Diuell and all, but pooze poets were thzuſt backe and coulte 
not bee ſuffered to haue one bandfull to put amongſt their withered 
garlands of bates, to make them glorious. But Yob and Johnofthe 
comi:ry they Teptin churliſhly, in their high ſtartvps, and gathered 
whole ſackfals, inſomuoh they woze beeſoms of Thaift in their Hats 
like fo2eho2ſes, 02 the luſty Gallants in a Bozice dance : ſ&ing the 
true thus to wzangle foz ſo paltry a weeds, J went alone fo take ons 
of all the other fragrante flowers that diapzed this vally, thereby J 
ſaw the Batchelers buttons, whoſe vertue is to make wanton mai- 
dens weepe when they haue wozne it fozty weekes vnder their a- 
po2ns foz a fauaur. 

Next them grwe the defſembling daiſie, to warne ſuch light of loue 
wenches not to truſt euerꝑ faire pꝛomiſe that ſuch amozous _ 
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ters make them, but ſwefe ſme ls bꝛeꝛd bitter repenfaunce. Pard by 
grew the true louers pzimroſe, whoſe kind ſauour wiſheth men to be 
faithfall and women courtedus, Alongſt in a bozder grew maiden- 
hair fit foꝛ modeſt maidens to behold, and immodeſt to bluſhe at, bi- 
cauſe it pꝛaiſeth the one fo2 their naturall Treſſes, and condemneth 
the other foꝛ their beaſtly and counferfeit Perriwigs, there was the 
gentle gilliſlwꝛe that wines ſhould weare ik they were not too fro- 
ward and lopall Lauender, but that was full ot Cukoe-ſpittes, to 
ſhe w that womens light thoghts make their husbands heup beads : 
there were ſweete Lillies Gods plenty, which ſhewed faire Uirging 

need not weepe fo2 wwers, and ſfoze of balme which could cure ſtrang 
wounds, only not that wound which women receine when they loſe 
their maidenheads, foꝛ no herbe hath ver tue inough to ſcrape out that 
blot, and therfoze it is the greater blemiſh. Jnfinit were the flowers 
befide that beautified the valley,that to know their names and opera- 
tions J needed ſome curious het ball, but J paſſe them ouer as ne de- 
leſſe, ſith the viſion of their ver tues was bat a dzeame, and ther efozt 
A wiſh no man to hold anye diſcour ie hecrein authenticall, pet thug 
much J mult (ay foz a partfag blow, that at the lower end of the dale 
A ſaw a great manꝑ of women vfing high woꝛds to their husbandes, 
ſome ſtriuing foꝛ the bꝛeeches, other to haue the laſt woꝛd, ſome fret- 
ting they could not find a knot in a ruſh, others ſtriuing whether it 
were woll oz haire the Goat bare, que ſtioning with one that J met, 
why theſe women were ſo cholericke, he like a skofing fellow poin- 
ted io a buſh of nettles, J not will ing to be ſatisfied by fignes, alked 
him what he meant thareby. Mary (quoth hee) al the ſe women that 
vou beare bꝛal wing frowning and ſcolding thus haue ſeuer all piſt 
on this buſh of nettles, + the vertue of them is to fozce a woman that 
waters them to bee as peeuiſh foʒ a whole day and as waſpiſh as it 
the had bene ſtung in the bꝛow with a hoznet. Mell, J ſmild at this 
and left the company to ſceke further, when in the twincklinge of an 
eie J was left alone, the valley cleared of all company,4 J a diſtreſ- 
ſed man, deſtrous to wander out of that ſolitary place to ſeeke good 
confo2tes ab one companions to paſle away the day withall. As thus 
A walked foꝛward ſerking vp the hill, J was dꝛiuen halle into a maſe 
with the immagination of a ſtrang wonder which fell out thus: Pee 
thonght J ſaw an vncouth headleTe thinge come pacing downe the 
bill Kepping ſo pꝛouolꝑ with ſuch a geometricall grace, as _ 
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tificiall bzagart had reſolued to meaſure the wozld with his paces : E

faztuned vnto any man befoze. Mell, lhe greater dumpe this Nouel- 
tp dzaue mee into, the nioze deſtre J had to ſee what enent would fol- 
low: where vpon looking about to le if that any moze company would 
com, J might perceiue from the toppe of the other hill an other paire 
of Bꝛeeches moꝛe ſober ly marching, and with a ſofter pace, as ifthep 
were not to haſty, and yet would keepe pꝛomiſſe neuerthelelſſ at the 
place appointed. As ſoone as they were come into the vallie, J ſawe 
they were a plaine paire of Cloth-bzeeches, without either woltoz 
garde, ſtraight to the thigh of white Kerſte, without a ſtop, the nether-

tweene them both, when Ucluct bꝛeeches greeted Cloth bꝛæches with 
this ſalutation. Pꝛoud andinſolent peſant, how dareſt thou without 
leaue oʒ lowe reuerence pꝛeſſe into the place where J am come foz 
to diſpozte my ſelfe2Art thou not afraide?thy high pzeſumption ſhould 
ſommon me to diſpleaſure, and ſofozceme to dzaw my rapier, which is 
neuer vnſheathed but it turnes to the ſcabberd with a triumph of 
mine enemies bloud : bold bayard auant, bcard me not tomy face, 
foz this time 3 pardon thy folly, and graunt ih legges leaue to carry 
away thy life. Cloth bzeeches nothing amaſed at this bꝛauado, ben⸗ 
ding bis Caffe as if. be ment (if he were wꝛonged) to beſtow his be- 
niſon, with a ſcoꝛnetull kind of ſmiling made this ſmooth reply: Mar 
gippe godman vpſtart, who made pour father a Gentleman, ſoft fire 
makes (wet mault, the cur ſteſt Cow hath the ſhozteſt hoznes, and a 
b:awling curre, ot᷑ all bites the leaſt, alas god ſir are pou ſo fine that 
ns man may bee your fellow, A pzay you what difference is bet wiene 
pou and mee but in the coſt and the making, though vou bee neuer ſo 
richly daubde with golde and poudzed with Pearle, pet you are but 
à taſe fo2 the butfockes, and a couer foz the baſeſt part of a mans bo- 
dy no moꝛe then J, the greateſt pꝛeheminence is in the garniſhing 
and thereof you are pꝛoud, but come to the true vie wee were appoin⸗ 
ted to, mp honour is moze then thine,fo2 J belong to the old auncient 
peomanrp, yea aud Gentilitp, the fathcrs,and thou to a company of 
p20ud and vumannerly vpſtarts the ſonnes. At this, Ucluet bzcches 
ſcoʒmd and ſaid. Uby thou beggers b2atte deſcended from the reuer- 
ſion of baſe pouertte, is thy inſolency ſo great to make compariſon 
with me, whoſe difference is as great as the bzightneſſe of the ſonne 
and the flender light ofthe candle: (oe ſnaks) am ſprung from the 
ancient Romans, bone in Italy the miſtriſſe of the woꝛld fo2 chiual⸗ 
rie, cald into England from my natiue home (where J was famous) 
to honour your country and young Gentlemen herre in England with 
my countenance, where. am holden in high regards, that J canne 
youre into the pzeſence when thou paze ſoule ſhalt with cap and kn 
eg leaue of the pozter to enter, and I ſit and dine with the Nobility, 
When thou art faine to waite fo2 the reuerſion of the almes basket: J 


am apznilted boldly to tel my tale, when thou 2

though z haue not ſuch glofing phꝛaſe to trick out my ſpeeches with 
all as you pet J will come ouer pour fallowes with this bad Re- 
thozicke : J p2ay you Mounſter malapart are you therefoze my ſts 
perivur, becauſe you are taken vp with Gentlemen, and J with the 
promanrp?Doth true vertue confilt inriches,02 humanity in welth⸗ 
is auncient hono2 tied to outward b2auery? oz not rather true No- 
bility, a minde excellently qualified with rare vertues? J will teach 
ther a teſſon wozth the hearing, pꝛoude pꝛincoks, howe Gentilify ſirit 
fp2ung bp, J will not foꝛget the olde wines logick, when Adam 
delud and Eue ſpanne, who was then a Gentleman? but A tell thee 
after the general ſlode that there was no moze men vpon the earth 
but Noe + his thꝛe ſonnes, and that Cham had wickedly deſcouered 
his fathers ſecrets then grew the diuiſton of eſtates thus: The church 
was fixured in Sem, Gentilitp in Iapheth, and labour and dzud- 
gerie in Cham: Sem being chaſt and holy lapherh learned and va⸗ 
lianf,Cham churliſh and ſeruile, pet did not the curſe extend ſo farre 
vpon Cham, noꝛ the bleſſing vpon lapheth, but if the one altered his 
nature, x becanie either indued with learning oz valour hee might bes 
a gentleman, 62 if the other degenerated from his aunttent vertues.

Italy, i caled hether by our tour tiers, him may wee curſe that bzought 
thr firſt into Englande, foz thou cameſt not alone but acompanied 
with multitude of abhominable vices, hanging on thy bumbaſt no- 
thing but infectious abuſes, and vaine glozy; felfeloue, ſodomie, and 
ſtrange poiſoniags, wherewith than halt infected this gloziuns/Jland, 
yea inlotent bꝛagert thou halt vefiled thine ohm neaſt, and fatal was 


the day ol thy birth, foz ſince the time of thy hatching in Italy, as then 
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famons fo chiualrey and learning, the imperiall ſtate thzongh they

In that thou ſateft thou tanſt 
ſpeake when J ſue by ſupplication: J grant it, but the tale thou telff 
is to the ruine of the pooze,foz comming into high fauour with an im- 
pudent face, what farme is there expired, whoſe leaſe thou dooeſt not 
begge? what foꝛfeite of penal! ſtatutesꝰ what conſealed landes tanne 
enerſlip thee? yea rather then thy bꝛauerꝝ ſhould faile begge powling 
pence fo the very ſmooke that comes out cf pooze mens chemnies, 
ſhameſt thou not outlandiſh vpſtart to heare me diſcourſe thy tmper- 
kections, get the home againe into the'owne country,and let mee as 1 
was wont liue famous in my natiue home in England where J was 
bozne and b2ed, pea, and bearded Cæſar thy countryman till hee com⸗ 
paſt the conqueſt by treaſon. The right and title in this country baſe 
bꝛat(qd.veluet bzeeches} now authozity fauours mec, Jam admitted 
vicerop, J will make thee do me homage, «4 confclſe that thou boldſt 
thy beeing and reſidence in my land from the grations fauour of my 
ſufferance, and with that hee laid hold on the hilts of his rapier, and 
cloth bꝛeches betooke him to his ſtaff, when J ſtepping betwixt them 
parted them thus. Why what meane pe: will you decide your con- 
tronerſie by blowes, when pou may debate it by reaſon, this is a 
land of peace, gouerned by true iuſticiaries t honozable magiſtrats, 
Where you ſhall hane equitie without parcialitie, and therefoze liſten 
tome and diſcuſſe the matter by la we, your quarell is. whether of you 
are moſt antient and moſt wozthy ,you fir, boaſt of your country and 
parentage, he ofhisnatine birth in England, vou claime all, be would 
bane but his owne, both plead an abſolnte title of reſidence in this 
euntry, then mult the courſe betweent you bee treſpalſe9; — 
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of franke tenament, you Uelnet-bzeeches in that yon claime the firſt 
title you ſhall bee plaintiffe, and plead a treſpaſſe of deſſeiſon doons 
you by Cloth-bzeeches, ſo ſhal if bee bozught to a iur pe. and tried by a 
verdic of twelue oz four and twenty. Tuch, tuſh, qnoth Weluet- 
bzeeches, I neither like to bee plaintiffe,noz yet allo we of a iurp, foz 
they may bee partiall, and ſo condemne mee in my owue action, foz 
the country ſwaines cannot value ot my wozth noz can mine hono2s 
come within the compaſſe of their baſe wits, becauſe J am a ſtranger 
in this land, 4 but here latly arined, they will hold me as an vpſtart, 
t ſo lightly eſteeme of my wozthineſs, and foz my aduerſary is their 
countriman and le ſſe chargeable, bee ſhall haue the lawe mitigated, it 
a iurꝝ ot hinds oz peſaunts ſhould bee inpanelled, if auncient Gentle- 
men yeomen, oꝛ plaine miniſters ſhould bee ofthe queſt J were ſure 
to loſe the day becauſe they loath mee, in that J haue perſwaded (0 
many landlozdes fo2 the maintenance of my bꝛauerpe to raiſe their 
rents. You ſeekea knot in a ruth (qd, J) vou neede not doubt of that. 
foz whome you diſtruſt x thinke not indifferent, him you vpon a cauſe 
manifeſted, challenge from your iurp. Af pour lawe allowe ſuch large 
fanour (quoth UMeluet bꝛæches) J am content my title bee tried by a 
Jury, and thercfoze let mine aduerſary plead mee Nul tort Nul di- 
flziſon Cloth bzeeches was content with this, and ſo they both agreed 
1 Gould bee indge and iuroꝛ in this controuerſie, whereupon J wiſht 
them to ſap foʒ themſelues what they could, that I might diſcourſe to 


the Jury what reaſons they alledged of their Titles: then Ueluet- 


b:eeches began thus. J cannot but greeue that J ſhould bee thus out- 
faeſt with a Carters weede onely fit foz husband2y, ſecing J am the 
oziginall of all honozable endeuours: to what end dooth youth beſtow 
their witts on Lawe,Phiſick oz Theologie, were it not the end they 
aime at, is the wearing of nie and wining of pꝛeferment, Yonoz no- 


riſheth Art, andfo2 the regarde of dignity, doo learned men ſtriue to 


ercceve in their faculty. 
Impiger extremos currit Mercator ad indos, 
Per mare, per ſaxa,&c, 


What dzianes the Barchants to ſeeke fozen martes, to venter their 


gods and hazard their lines e not, if till the end of their trauell were 
a paire of Clofb bzceches, no, Weluef, coſtly atire, curious and quaint 
apparell is the ſpur that pꝛickes them foꝛ ward to attempf ſuch daun- 
ger. Doth not the @ouldiozs wr to bee bzaue, the Lawier ffudyts 
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tountenance himſelk with coff, the artiffeer takes paines only fo2 my 
ſake that wearing mee he may bꝛag it amongſt the bet, what credit 
carries hee now adayes that goes pind vp in a Cloth bꝛech, who will 
keepe him company that thinkes well ofhimſelfe, vnlelfe hee uſe the 
ſimple laue to make cleane his ſhoae, the wazlde is chaungde and 
men are growen to moꝛe witte, and their mindes fo aſpire after moze 
ponozable thoughts, they were Dunces in diebus illis, they had not 
the true vſe of gentility.and therefoꝛe they liued meanely and died ob; 
ſcurelp, but now mennes tapatities are refiaed, time hath (et a ne we 
edge on gentlemens humo2s. and they ſhe w them as they ſhould be, 
not like gluttons as their fathers did, in chines of beele and almes to 
the pooꝛe, but in veluets, ſattins, cloth of gold, pearle, yea pearle lace, 
which ſcarſe Caligula woze on his birth dap, and to this honourable 
humoꝛ haue J b2ought theſe gentlemen ſince J came from Italy, whaf 
istze end of ſeruice to a man, but to countenance himſelfe and credite 
his maiſter with bꝛaue ſuites,the ſcuruy tapſters and oſllers ſex po- 
puli fill pots, and rubbe hoꝛſehæles, to pꝛancke themſelues with my 
glozp, alas were it not to weare nic, why would ſo many apply them- 
ſelues to extraoꝛdinarp idleneſſe: Beſide, J make fwles bee reuetenſt, 
and thought wiſe amongſt the common ſozf, J am a ſeuere ſenſoꝛ to 
ſuch as offend the law, pꝛouided there be a penalty annered that map 
bꝛinge in ſome pꝛolite, yea by me the chafell part of the realme is go- 
nerned, and therofoze Irefer my title to the verdict of any mens iudge 
ment. Tothis mildly Cloth bꝛerches anſwered thus, 

As J haue had alwaies that honeſt humoz in mee fo meaſure all 
eſtates by their vertues, not by their apparell, ſo did J neuer grudge 
at the bꝛauerp of any whom birth, time, place, 02 dignitie made woz- 
thy of ſach coſtly oznaments, but if by the fauour of their Pꝛince and 
their owne deſarts they merited them, Jhelde both lawfull and com- 
mendable to anſwere their degrees in apparell, cozreſpondeut vata 
their dignities, Jam not lo pꝛetiſe direalp to inueigh againſt the 
vie of veluet, either in bzeeches o2 in other ſutes, no; will J haue men 
goe like John Baptiſt, in coates of Camels hair. Let Painces haus 
their Diademes, and Cæſar what is due to Cæſar, let Nablemen 
goe as their birth requires, and Gentlemen as they are bone 02 
beare office, J ſpeake in mine owne defence,foz the armcient Gentili- 
ty and peomandꝛie of Enalande, and inueigh againſt none, but ſuch 
malapurt vpſtart as raiſeꝭ pt from * Plough, oz aduanced fo2 Or 
Italian 
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Mallan deuiſes, oz fo: their witlee wealth, couet in bzanery to 
match, nap to excede the greateſt Roblemen in this land, 

But leauing this digreſion mounſier Ueluet bꝛeeches, againe fo 
the perticulers of pour fand allegation. Mhereas vou affirme pour 
leifets be both oziginal and finall endof learning, alas pꝛoud pꝛincox 
you pꝛeach a bowe to hie, did all the Philoſophers beat their bzaines, 
and buſte their wits to wear Ueluetb2eches,?Why both at that fime 
thou wert vnknowne, yea vnbozne,andall erceſſe in apparell had in 
bigh contempt, and nowe in theſedaies all men of wozth, are taught 
by reading, that exceſſe is a great ſin, that pꝛide is the firſt ſtep to the 
downefall of fame. MThey ſtudy with Tully, that they may ſeems 
bo2ne fo2 their conntryes as well as fo themſelues. The Diuine fo 
pꝛeach the Goſpell:the Lawier to refozme w2zonges and mainfains 
iuſtice, the Phiũtion te diſcouer the ſecretes of Gods woonders, by 
wozking ſtrange cures:to bee bzeefe,the end of all bering, is to knowe 
God, andnot as your wozſhip god maiſter Ueluet bꝛeches wꝛeſts to 
creep into acquaintance, 

J will not denic, but there be as fantaſticall ſooles as your ſelfe, that 
perhapes are puft vp with (ach pꝛeſuming thoughts, and ambitioufly 
aime to trick themſelues in your woꝛſhips masking ſutes, but whils 
ſuch climbe fo2 great honours, they often fall to great ſhames. It 
may bee thereupon pou bꝛing in Honos Alit artes, but I geſſe pour 
maiſterſchip neuer tried what true honour meant, that truſſe it vppe 
within the compaſſe of a paire of Ueluet bz&ches, and plate it in the 
atrogancy ofthe hart, no, no:ſap honoz is idolatry,foz they make foles 
of themſelues,and Idols of their tartaſes:but he that vatueth honour 
fo, ſhall reade a lecture out of Apuleius golden Alle, to learne him 
me2e wit. But now fir by pour leaue, a blowe with pcur next argu- 
ment which is, that marchants hazard their gods and liues ts be ac- 
quainted with your maiſterſhip. Indeed pon are aw2y foz wiſe men 
frequent marts foz p2ofit not fo2 pꝛide, vnleſſe it be ſome that by wea- 
ring of Ueluet bꝛieches and apparell too high foz their calling, haue 
pꝛoued banckerouts in their youth, and haue bene glad in their age 
to defire my acquaintance, and to truſle vp their tailes in home ſpun 
rufſet: whereas thou doſt obiect the valour of hardy Soldiers to graw 
fo2 the defire of bꝛaue apparell. Tis falſe, and J knowe if any were 
pꝛeſent, they would pꝛone vpon thy bones that thou wert a lier: foz 
their countries god, their pꝛinces ſeruice, the defence of their friends 
the hope of fauour is the finall ende of their reſolutions; ell&ming not 
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only them but the wozlds glozy, fickle,tranſifo2y 4 inconſtant. hall 
A fetch from thine own country, weapons ta wound thy ſelfe withall. 
what ſaieſt thou to Cincinnatus, was he not caled te be Dictatoz from 
the Plough, and after many vidozies, what did he iet vp and do wne 
the court in coſty garments and Ueluet bꝛeeches? o, he diſpiled di- 
gnitie, contemned vaine gloꝛy and pꝛide, and returned agapne to his 
quiet contented life in the country. Pow much did Caius Fabricius 
value their Numa pompilius, Sceuola, Scipio, Epaminodas, Ariſti- 
des, thep held themſelues woꝛmes meate, and counted pꝛide vanity, 
and yet thou art not aſhamed to ſay, thou art the ende of ſoldiours 
woꝛthy honoꝛ. 4 tell thee ſawcy ſkipiack, it was a good and a bleſſed 
time beer in England, when R. Stephen woꝛe a pair of cloth bzeeches 
ofa Noble a paire, and thought them paſſing coſtlye, then did hee 
count Weſtminſter hal fo little to be his dining chamber & his almes 
was not bare bones, in ſtead of bzoken meat but tuſty chines of beefe 
fel into the pooꝛe mans basket. Then charitie floʒiſhed in the Court, 
and young Courtiers ſtroue to exteede one an other in vertue, not in 
bꝛauerie:thep rode not with fans to ward their faces from the wind, 
but with Burgants to reſiſt the ſtroke af a Battleaxe, theꝝ could then 
better exhoꝛt a ſoldioꝛ to armoꝛ then court a Lady with amozets,they 
cauſed the Trumpette to ſound them pointes of warre,not Poets to 
wꝛite them wants Eligies of loue, they ſought after honozable fame; 
but hunted not after fading honoz : which diſtinction by the way fake 
tbus. Tbere bee ſome that ſee ke honoꝛ, and ſame are ſought after by 
bono2. Such vpſtarts as fetch their pedigree from their fathers aun⸗ 
cient leather ap2on,and creep into the Court with great hunulity,re- 
dy at the firſt Baſciare li piedi di la voſtra ſignioria hauing gotten the 
countenance of ſome Nobleman, will trait be a kindzed to Cadwals 
ler, and (weare his great grand mother was one of the Burgeſſes of 
the parliament houſe, will at laſt ſteale by degrees into ſome credits 
by their double diligence, and then winde ſome wooꝛ ſhipfull place as 
far as a hungry ſow can ſmell a ſir reuerence, and then with all their 
friends ſeeke day and night with copne and countinante til they haue 
got it. Others there be whome hono2 it ſelfe ſeekes, and ſuch bee they 
whome vertue doth frame fit fo2 that purpoſe, that riling by high de⸗ 
ſarts,as learning, oꝛ valour, merite moze then eyther they looke fo2, 
oz their pꝛince hath anye eaſe conucniently to beſtowe on them. Such 
honsz ſeekes t they with a bluſhing conſcience entertain him, be they 
| neue r 
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neuer ſo high in fatour, vet they beg no office, as the ſhameleffe vp 
ſtart doth, that hath a hungry eie to ſpie out,an impudent face to ſue, 
and a flatering toong to intreat foʒ ſome void place of wozſhip, which 
litle belonged to them, if the pzince intended to beſtow offices foz ver- 
tue not fauour. Other P. veluet b2&eches there be of your crue: that 
pinch their bellies to poliſh their backs, that kepe their ma wes emp- 
tie, to fill their purſſes that haue no theweof gentility but a Ueluet 
flop, who by pouling oꝛ ſelling ot land that their fathers lefte will be- 
ſfowe all to buy an office about the conct that they may be wozthip- 
full, extoꝛting from the pooze, to raiſe vppe their money that the baſe 
deceiuing campanions haue laid out to haue an office of ſome counte- 
nance and credite, wherein thep map haue of me better then them⸗ 
ſelues, be tearmed by the name of woꝛſhip. The laſt whome vertue 
pleadeth foꝛ, and neither ſiluer, gold, frendes, no2 fanour aduanceth 
be men or great wozth, ſuch as are thought of wozſhip, and vawil- 
lingly entertaine her, rather vonchſafing p2ofered honoz foz their 
countries cauſe, then foz any pꝛoud opinion ofhoped fo2 pzeferment. 

Bleſſed arc ſuch landes, whoſe officers are ſo placed, and where 
the P2ince pꝛomoteth not fo2 coine no2 countenance, but foz his woꝛ- 
thy deſeruing vertucs. But leauing this by talke me thought Jheard 
pon ſay Signior veluet bꝛœches, that you were the father of mechant- 
call Artes, andhandicraftes were fonnd out to foſter your bꝛauerp. 
In faith goodman golecape, vou that are come from the ſtartvps, and 
therfoze is called an vpſtart, quaſi ſtart vp from clowtedſhone, your 
lips hunge in your light. when pou bꝛought foꝛth this Logicke ; foz 
J hope there is none ſo ſimple, but knowes that handicraftes and oc- 
tupations grew foꝛ neceſſity not pꝛide: that mens inuentions waxed 
ſharpe ta pꝛofite the common wealth, not to pꝛanke vp them ſelues 
in bꝛauerp, I p2ay you wien Tubalcane inuented teinpzing of met⸗ 
tals had he Ueluzet bꝛeches to weare? In ſadneſle, where was your 
woozſhip when his bꝛother found ont the actoꝛdes and di ſcoꝛdes of 
muſicke hidden in hell, and not pet thought on bythe Deuill, to caſt 
foꝛth as a baite to bꝛing many pꝛoud fooles to ruins * 

Inderd J cannot deni e, but your wozthip hath bꝛought in deceipt 
as a iournep man into all companies, ⁊ made that a ſubtil craft, which 
while J was holden in eſteeme was but a imple miſterle:no w enery 
trade hath his ſleightes, to ſlubber vp his wozke to the eie, and fa 


make it good to the ſale, howioeuer it pꝛooues in the wearinge, 
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The ſhoemaker cares not if his ſheoes hold the dzawingon : the tai · 
loʒ ſowes with hot needle and barnte thꝛed. Tuche pzide hath banicht 
conſcience, and Ueluct bꝛeches honeſtie, and every ſeruile dzudge 
muſt ruffle in his ũlkes, o2 elle he is not ſuteable. 

The wozlo was not fo A principio, foz when veluet was wozne 
but in kinges caps, then conſcience was not a bzome man in Kent 
ſtreat but a Courtier, then the farmer was content his ſonne ſhould 
hold the plough, and liue as he had done befoze 3: Beggars then fea- 
red to aſpire, and the higher ſoꝛtes ſcozned to enuie. Now enery lowt 
mult haue bis ſonne a Courtnoll.and thoſe dunghill dzudges ware ſo 
pzoud,that they wil pꝛeſums to wear on their feet, what kings haue 
woꝛne on their heades. A clownes ſonne muſt be clapt ina Uelnue 
pantophle,and a veluet bzeech,though þ pꝛeſumptious ale be dzowny 
in the Merters booke,+ make a conney of all his lands to the vſurer 
ſoʒ commodities: yea the fop muſt goe like a gallant foz a while, al- 
though at laſt in his age hee begge. But indede, ſuch poung youths 
when the b2oker bath bleſt them with ſainte Needams croſle, fall 
then to p2ziuy liftes and coſeneages, and when their credit is vtterly 
ctackt, they pꝛadiſe ſome bad ſhift, and ſo come to a ſhamefull ende 
Laftly, whereas thou ſaift thou art a ſeuers (cuſour to punich ſins, 
as auſtere as Cato fo cozrect vice,oftruth J hold thee ſo in penal ſta- 
tutes when thou haſt begged the fozfeite of the Pꝛince: but ſuch coz» 
rection is openexrto2tion and oppzeſlion of the pooze, no2 can J com- 
pare it better M. beluet bzeech, then to the wolfe chaltiſing the lam be 
fv; diſturbing their fountains, oʒ the Deuill caſting out Deuilles, 
thzough tbe potver of Belſebub, and thus much enrteous ſir J haue 
ſaid, to diſplay the follies of mine aduerſar p, and to ſhewe the right 
ol mine owne intreſt. Whye then quocp J, if yon haue both ſaide, it 
reſteth but that wee hadde (ome to empanell vpon a Jury, and then 
no doubt but the verdict would ſoone bee giuen on one fide, As thus J 
Was falking to them, J might (&@ comming downe the hill a bzane 
dapper Dicke, quaintly attired in velnet and Sattin, and a cloake 
of cloth raſh, with a cambzicke ruffe as ſinoothly ſet, and he as neatly 
ſpiiged, as it he had ben a bzidgrome, only J geſt by bis pace a farre 
off be ſhould be a Tailoz, his head was holden vppe ſo pert, and his 
legges ſhackle hamd, as if his knees had beene laced to his thighes 
with points. Comming moze neore indeed J ſpied a Tailozs mozice 
pike on his bzeft, a ſpaniſh needle, and then Ifittev my — 
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not to his ſafes but to his trade, and intountred him by a thzead bare 


courtefie,as if J had not knowne him, and asked him of what occupa- 
tion he was ? A Tayloz, quoth he, marry then my freend, quoth J. 
vou are the moze welcome, foz heere is a greate quarrell growne be- 
twirt veluet bꝛieches and cloth b:z@ches,foz their pzerogatine in En- 
gland; the matter is growng ta an iſſue, ther muſt a Jury be empans 
nelled, and J would deſire and intreat you to be one of the queſt. 

Not ſo, quoth cloth bꝛaches A challenge him. And why quoth 1 
hat reaſon haue pou,veth he not maks them both ? pes, quoth hee, 
but his gaines is not a like: alas, by me hee getteth ſmall, onslve bee 
is paid foz his wozkemanlhip, vnleſſo by misfoztane his ſhieres ſlipy 
awzy,and then his vailes is but a ſhzed of homeſpniine cloth: where 
as in makinge of veluet bzeches, where there is required ſilcke lace, 
cloth of golde, of filuer, and ſuch colfly ſtuffe, to welte, garde, whipp- 
Citch, edge, face, anddzaw out, that the vales of one veluet bꝛieche, is 
moze then twenty payze of mine. J hops there is no Tayloz ſo pꝛetiſe 
but he can play the cooke and licke his owne fingers: though be looke 
vp to Heauen, vet hee can caſt large ſhꝛeds of ſuch rich ſtuffe into hell 
vnder his ſhop boozd. Beſides, bee ſettes downe like the clarke ofthe 
Checke a large bill of reckoninges, which fo; hee kepes longe in hes 
pocket he ſo powders fo; ſtinking, that the yoong vyſtart that nedes 
it, feels it (alt in his ſtomack a month after. Beſide (ir veluet bꝛches 
bath aduanſt him: foz whereas in my time he was counted but goods 
man Tayloz,now bee is growne ſince veluet bzeches came in, to bee 
called a marchant 02 Gentleman Marchant Tayioz, geuinge armes 
and the holy Lambe in his creaſt, where bofoze bee had no other cog- 
niſance, but a plaine ſpaniſh needle with a welſch cricket on the top: 
lich then his gaine is ſo greate and his honour ſo aduaunſt by veluet 
1 will not truſt his conſcience, noz fhall he come vppon my 

rp. 

Indeed you haue ſome reaſon quoth J,. but perhaps the Tailoꝛ doth 
this vpon meer deuotion to puniſh pꝛide, and hauing no other authoꝛi- 
ty noz meane, thinkes it beſt to pinche them by the pure, and make 
them pay well, as to aske twiſe ſo much ſilke lace and other ſfuffe as 
would ſuffice,and yet to ouer reach my pong maiſter with a bill ofre- 
koning that will make him ſcrafchs where it itcheth not. Yeerein J 
hold the Tayloz fo; a neceſary member to teach yoonge nouices the 
way to weeping croffe ; that when they 4 waſted what _— 
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thers lefte them by pꝛide, they may grow ſparing and humble, by in- 
ferred pouertp:t by this reaſon, the Tailoꝛ plates Gods part; hee ex⸗ 
alteth the poꝛe and pulleth downe the pzoud: ſoz ofa wealthy eſquiers 
ſonne, hee makes a thꝛeedbare begger: and ofa ſco2nefnll Tailoz, hee 
lekts vp an vpitart ſcurup Gentleman. Pet ſ&tng you haue made a 
reaſenable challenge to him, the Tailoꝛ (hail bee none ofthe queſt. 

As J bad him ſtand by there was comming alongſt the valley tas 
wardes vs, a ſquare ſet fellow well fed, and as bztskly apparelled, in 
a black taff ata dablet and a ſp2uice leather ier kin, with C hʒiſtall but - 
tons:a cloal e caclt a foꝛe with veluet, and a couertry cap of the fineſt 
woll, his face ſomthing Kuby bluſh, Cherry cheeked, like aſh2&d of 
ſcarlet oz alittle darker, like the les of old claret wine: a noſe autem 
noſe purpled pꝛecioullp with pearle & lone, like a counterfeit wozke, 
and betweene the filthy reumicaſt of his bloudſhotten ſno wt. there aps 
peared (male holes, whereat woꝛzmes heads peeped, as if they meant 
by their appearance to pꝛeach, and ſhe we the antienty and antiquity 
of his houſe. 

This fiery facſt churle had vpon his fingers as many goldzings, as 
would furniſh a goldlmiths ſhop oꝛ beſeeme a pandoz of long p2ofe(- 
lon to weare, wondzing what companion this ſhould bee. J inquired 
of what occupation hee was: marry fir quoth hee a Bꝛoker, why do 
pou aske, haue you any pawnes at inyhoule? No quoth J, no2 by the 
belpe of God neuer will haue: but the reaſon is to haue ye! vpon a 
Jurp. at this woꝛd befoze J could enter my diſcourſe vnto him Uel- 
uetb:eches ſtart vp, and [woze hee ſhould bee none ofthe queſt, hee 
would challenge him, and why quoth J, what know you by him? 
This baſe churle is one of the moaths of the common wealth, hee is 
the ſpoile of young Gentlemen a bloud ſucker of the pooze, as thziſty 
as a hozſs leach that will neuer leaue dzinking while hee burlk, a 
knaue that bath intreſt in the leaſes of fozty baudy houſes, a receiuer 
fo2 lifts. and a diſhono2able ſuppoꝛter of cutpurſes, to conclude, hee 
was gotten by an Incubus a he Diuell, and bought foꝛth by an auer - 
woꝛne refuſe, that had ſpent her youth vnder the ruines of Bow⸗ 
bies Bar ne. 

O monſtrous inuectiue, quoth J, what reaſon haue pon fo bee thus 
bitter againſt him? Db the villaine, quoth hee, is the Diuells facto2, 
ſent from hell to toꝛment young gentlemen vpon eacth:he Hath fetcht 
me ouer in his time, onely in pawnes, in ten thouſand — = 
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ſuppoſe as Gentlemen thꝛough their liberail mindes may want that 
*J ned, money: let mee come to him with a pawne wozth ten pound, 
he will not lend vpon it abone thꝛe pound, and hee will haue a bill of 
ſaile and twelue pence in the pound foꝛ euꝛry month, lo that it comes 
to ſixten pence, ſith the bill muſt monthly be renued and if pou bzeake 
but your day, ſet do wne in the bill of ſaile, your pawne is loſt, as full 
bought ſold, you turnd out of your gods 4 he an vnconſcionable gai- 
ner,ſuppsſs p beſt, you keep pour day, yet paying ſirteen pence amonth 
fo2 twenty ſhillings vou pay as god fo; the lone as fower ſcoze in the 
hundzed, is not this monſtrous exacting vpon Gentlemen, Beſide 
the knaue will bee diligently attending and waiting at dicinghouſes 
where wee bee at play, and there hee is ready to lend the loaſer monep 
vppon ringes, and chaines, apparell oz any ether god pawne,but the 
po2e Gentleman paies ſo deere foꝛ the lauender it is laid vp in, that if 
it lie long at a Bꝛokers houſe he ſemes to buy his apparell twiſe:nap 
this wozme eaten wꝛetch hath deper pitfalls pet to intrap youth in, 
fo: het being acquainted with a young Gentleman of faire liuing, in 
iſſue of god parents 02 aſſured poſſibility, ſoths him in his monſtrous 
erpences and ſaies he carries the minde of a Gentleman, pzomiſing 
if be want her ſhall not lack fo2 a hundꝛed pounds oz two, if the Gen- 
tleman nerd, then hath my Boker an vſurer at hand as ill as himſelf, 
and her v2ings the money, but thoy tie the poꝛe ſoule in ſuch Darbies 
bandes, what with receining ill commodities and fo2fettures vppon 
the bande, that they dub him fir John had lande befoz2 they leaue him, 
and ſhare like wolues the poꝛe nouices wealth betwirt them as a 
pꝛap, hx is ({ir) to be bzcefe a bowſie bawdy miſer, god foz none but 
himſelfe and his trug, a carle that hath a filthy carcaſſe without a con- 
ſctence, a body ofa man wherein an infernall ſpirit in ſeed of a ſoule 
doth inhabit; the ſeum of the ſeuen deadly ſins, an enemy fo all good 
mindes, a deaourer of young gentlemen, and to conclude my moztall 
enemy and therefo2e admit of my challenge, and let him be none ofthe 
iur x. ruly( ad. Clothbꝛerches) and 3 am willing he ſhould be diſcar- 
ded t, fo2 were not bad bꝛokers (3 will not condeme all) there would 
bee lelle filching 4 fewer theeues, foz they reteiue all is bzought them, 
and buy that foꝛ a Crowne that is wozth twenty ſhillings, deũre of 
gaine blindes their conſcience and they care not how it bee come by, 


lo they buy it cheape. Beſide they extoꝛt vpon the poʒe that ar infoꝛced 
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tbꝛough extreame want to pawne their cloathes and houſholde Futte, 
their pewter and bzaffe,and if the pooze ſoules that labour hard miſſe 
but a day, the baſe minded bꝛoker takes the fozfeite without remozſe 
oz pitty, it was not ſo in Diebus illis, but thou pzoud vpſtart Ueluets 
bꝛerches haſt learnd all Engliſhmen their villany, and all to maine- 
taine thy bꝛauerp: yea, J have knowne of late when a pooze wo- 
man laid a ſiluer thimble that was ſent her from ber friends foz a to- 
k# fopaton foz fix peace the bꝛoker made her pay ahalfpeny a v 
fo: it. which comes to two ſhillings a yere,foz ix pence: ſith then hys 
conſcience is ſo bad, let him be ſhuffled out amongſt the knaues foz a 
diſcarding card, Content qd. J, and bad the bzoker ſtand backe, when 
there were euen at my heles thꝛe in a cluſter perf pouthes all, and 
neatly tired, I queſtioned them what they were, and the one ſayd he 
was a barber,the other a ſurgidn, and the third an Apoticary. Bow 
like you of theſe (qd, J)ſhall they be ot your iurꝑ ? Of the iur p, quoth 
Eloth-bzeches neuer a one by my conſent, foz J challenge them all: 
your reaſon qv. J, and then you ſhall haue my verdin.Pary(qv Cloth 
b:&ches) firff to the barber he cannot be but a partiall man on velact 
b:xches ſide, fith he gets moꝛe by one time dzeſsinge of him, than by 
ten times dꝛeſſing of me, J come plaine to be polde, and to haue my 
beard tut, and pay him two pence,beluett bateches he ſittes downe in 
the chaire wꝛapt in fine cloatbes, as though ths barber were about to 
make him a footcloth foz the vicar of ſaint fooles,the begins he to take 
his ſiſſars in his hand and his combe, and ſo to ſnap with them as if he 
meant to giue a warning to all the lice in bis nittye lockes foz to pꝛe- 
pare them ſelues, fo2 the day of their deſtrudion was at hande, then 
comes he out with his fuſkian eloquence making a low conge, ſaith, 
ir will you haue pour woz haire cut after the Italian maner,fhozte 
and round, and then frounft with the eurling pꝛons, to make it looke 
like a halfe moone in a miſt 202 like a ſpanyard long at the eares, and 
curled like to the two endes ot an olde caſt perriwig, oz will you bes 
Frenchelled with a loue locke downe to your ſhoulders, wherein you 
may weare pour miſtreſſe favour? the Engliſh cut is baſe and gentle- 
men ſcozus it, nouelty is daintye, ſpeake the weozd ſir, my fifſars are 
ready to execute pour wozthips wil. Nis head being once dzeft, which 
requires in combing and rubbing ſome fwo howers,bee comes to the 
baſon, then beeing curiouſly wacht with no woozle then a camphire 
bal,be deſcends as low as his berd, and aſketh whether he pleaſe tobe 
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ſhaven oz no, whether he will haue his peak cut ſhozt e Harpe,amia- 
ble like an inamoraro oz bzoad penditt like a ſpade, to be terrible like 
a warrioz t a Soidado, whether be wil haue his crafes cut low like a 
Juniperbuſh,oz his ſuberches take away with a raſo2, it it be bis plea 
ſure to haue his appendices pzimd, oz his muſtachios foſtered to turn 
about his eares like þ bzanches of a vine, o2 cut down toþ lip with p 
Italian laſh, to make him loke like a halfe faced bauby in baas. Theſe 
quaint tearines Barber you great maiſter veluet bꝛæches withall, £ 
at euery woꝛd a inap with your (028 , and a cr ing with pour unte. 
whereas when you come to poꝛe Clothbꝛeches you either cutte his 
beard at pour owne pleaſure, 02 elſe in diſdaine aſke him it he wil be 
trimd with Chꝛiſts cut, round like the balfe of a holland cheſe, mock- 
ing both Chzift and vs:foz this your knauerie my wil is pou ſhall be 
none ofthe iurie. Foz pou maiſter ſurgion, the ſtatutes at England 
exempts pou from being of ang queſt, and befide,alas, A ſeldome fall 
into pour hands as bcing quiet & making no bzawls to haue wounds. 
as ſwartrutting velactb2eches doth, neither dos J frequent whoze- 
houſes to catch the Parbles, and ſoe to grow your patient, J knowe 
pou not, and therefoze J apps ale to the fatute,you ſhal haue nothing 
to doe with my matter. And foz you P. Apoticarie, alas, J looke not 
once in ſeuen peare info pour ſhop, without it be to buy a peniwozth 
of wozmeſed to giue my child to d2inke,o2 a little triacle to dziue out 


bo:Ne a dzench withall, but foz my ſelfe, it J be il at eaſe, I take Kit- 
chin phiũcke, J make my wife my Docoz , and my garden my Apo- 
kicartes ſhop, whereas queaſte maiſter veluet bzeches cannot hane a 
fart awꝛpe, but he mult haue his purgations,pils, and gliſters, 02 e- 
uacute by eleduaries, he mult if the left ſpot of moꝛphue come on his 
face, haue his ople of Tartar, his Lac virginis, his camphire diſſolned 
in veriuice, to make the foole as faire fozſ@th , as ifhe were to plape 
Paidmatian in a Maygame oz Po2il-daunce, tuſh he cannot diſgeſt 
bis meate without tdſerues, noꝛ end his meale without ſuckats, noz 
( hall I ſpeake plainely ) pleaſe the trug his miſtres without he gos 
tothe Apothecaries,foz Eringion, Oleum formicarum alatarum & 
aqua mirabilis of ten pound a pint, if maſt veluet bzeeches with dzin- 
king theſe dꝛugs hap to haue a ſtinking bzeath, then fozſceth the Apo- 
ticarte mult play the perfamer to make it ſweet, nay what is it about 
him that he blameth not nature fo; ſtaming, and fozmeth it a new by 
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art, and in all this who but mounſter the Apoficary, thereſoze good 
ſir( quoth he) ſæing you haue taken vpon you to be trioꝛ fo2 the chal- 
lenges, let thoſe thꝛe as par tial companions be packing. Why (ad. 
JJ ſeeing you haue ycelded ſuch reaſon of refuſall, let them ffand by: 
pꝛeſently looking about foz moꝛe, comes ſtalking down an aged grand 
fir in a blacke velnet coat and a blacke cloath gowne welted and fa- 
ted, and alter him as I ſuppoſed foure ſeruing men the moſt il fauou⸗ 
red knaues me thought that euer J (awe, one of them had a buffs 
leather ierkin all greaſie befoze with the dꝛoppings of beere that fell 
from his beard, and by his ſide a skeine like a Bꝛeuers boung knife, 
and muffled he was in a cloake turnd ouer his noſe, as though he had 
beene aſhamed toſhewe his face. The lecond had a belly like a buc- 
kingtub, t a thꝛed bare blacke coat vnbottond befoꝛe vpon the bꝛeſk, 
whereon the map of dꝛzunkenneſle was dꝛawne, with the bawdy and 
bowſie excrements that d2opt from his filthy leaking month. The 
third was a long leane old llauering ſlangrell with a bꝛaſell ſtaffe in 
the one hand, and a whipcozd in the other, ſo pourblind that hee had 
like to haue fumbled vopn the company befoze he ſaw them. The 
fourth was a fat chuffe, with a ſo wer looke, in a blacke cloke faced 
with taffata, and by his fide a great ſide pouch like a faulkner, foz 
their faces all foure ſemed to be bzethezen, they were ſo bumbaſted 
with the flockes of ſtrong beere, and lined with the lees of old ſacke, 
that they lookte like foure blowne bladers painted cucr with redde 
daker, oꝛ walht ouer with the ſuds of an old ſtale dpe. Ail theſe, as 
well the maiſter as the following mates would haue paſt away, but 
that J ſtept befoze them 4 inquired firlt of the foꝛmoſt what he was, 
Mary ad. he, a Lawier, then ſir qv, J, we haue a matter in contro- 
uerſie that requireth coun laile, 4 you are the moꝛe welcome. That 
is it qd. he Pary ſaid J, whether Cloth bꝛeeches o2 veluet bꝛœches are 
of moze wozth, and which of them hath the beſt title co bee refivent 
in England? At this the lawier (inild, and veluet bꝛeœches ſtepping 
foꝛth tooke acquaintance ot him, and commending his honeſtpe, ſaid 
ther could not be a man of better indifferency of the iurp: when cloth 
bꝛeches ſtepping in lwoꝛe he maruelled hee was not aswell as the 
Surgion exempted by au of parliament from being of any quell, ſith 
as the ſurgion was without pitty,fo he was without conſcience, and 
therevpon inkerd his challenge, ſaieng the Lawyer was neuer frend 
to clothbꝛeæcches, foꝛ when lowlineſſe, neighbour hood, and hoſpitality 
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lined in England, Meſtminſter hall was a dining chamber not a den 
of controuerũies, when the king bimnſelfe was content to kespe hic. S. 
Georges dap ina plaine paire ot Rerũe hoſe, when the Duke, Carle, 
Lo2d,Kntght Gentleman and Eſquire, aimed at vertue, not at pꝛide, 
and woꝛe (ach bꝛerches as was ſpun in his houſe. then the la wier was 
a ſimple man, anv in the higheſt degree was but a bare ſcriuener, ex- 
cept Judges of the land which toke in hand ſerioue matters, as frea- 
ſons, murthers, felonies and ſuch capitall offences, but ſildome was 
there any pleas put in befoze that pꝛoud vpſtart Ueluet-b;zaches,foz 
his maintenaunce inugented ſtrange controuerſies, and ſince hee be- 
gan to dominier in England, he hath buſd ſuch a pꝛoud buſie couetous 
and inrroching humoz into every mans head, that lawiers are grown 
to bee one of the cheefe lims of the commonwealth,fo2 they doo nowe 
adaies de lana caprina taxare, gotolaw if a Hen do but ſcrape in his 
Oꝛchard, but how euer right bee, might carries awaie the verdickt: if 
a poꝛe man ſue a Gentleman, why her ſt otes vp to the (kie, and the 
arrow fales on his owne head, howſocuer the tauſe go the weakeſt is 
thzuſt to the wall, Lawiers are troub led with the heate ofthe liver, 
Which makes the palais of their hands o hot that they cannot be cold 
vnleſſe they beerubd with he oyle cfangels, but the pooze man that 
giues but his bare fe, oa perhaps pleads 1 in forma pauperis, he hun- 
teth fo2 bares with a taber. and gropeth in the darke to find anedle in 
a bottle ot hap, tuſh theſe Lawiers haue ſuch delatozp 4 fozen pleas 
ſuch dozmers, ſuch quibs and quidits, that beggering their Clyents, 
they purchaſe to themſelues whole loꝛdſhips, it boteth not men to di- 
ſcourſe their little conſcience, and great cxtoztion,only (uffice they bee 
not ſo rich as thep bee bad, and yet thep bee but to wealthy, J inneigh 
not againſt law noꝛ honeſt lawiers, foz there be ſome well qualified, 
but againſt extoꝛting Ambodexters that w2ing the pooze, 4 becauſe J 
know not whether this be ſuch a one 02 no, à challeng him not to b& 
of my iu . Why then qd. J. his wozſhip may depart,4 then J queſtio- 
ned what hee in the buff terkin was, marry ad. be, J am a ſerieant, hee 
bad no ſoner ſaid ſo, but veluet-bz&ches leapt back, ( dzawing his ta- 
pier, ſwoꝛe he did not only challenge him foz his iurp, but alſo pꝛoteſt⸗ 
ed if he ſtirred one fat fowatbs him, hee would make him cate a pece 
or his poinard. And what is the reaſon qd J, that there is ſuch moꝛtall 
hatred bet wirt pou and the ſorieant? Oh fr qd velnetbzeches, ſearch 
bim, I warrant pou 2 paecept toarieſt me, 
path 
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bath wozne his mace ſmooth, with onelp clapping it bvpon my ſhonl 
der, hee hath had me vader coram ſo often, oh that repꝛobate is the 
vlerers executioner, to bzing ſuch Gentlemen to Limbo, as he hath 
ouertozowne with his baſe bzocage and bad commodities:and as pou 
ſe him a fat knaue with a foggie face, wherein a cup of old ſack Hath 
ſet a ſcale, to marke the bowlie dzunkard to dye of the d2oply, ſo his 
conſcience ts conlumed, 4 his hart robd of al remozſe & pity, that foz 
mony he wil betray his own father, foz wil a coʒzmoꝛant but fœ him 
to arreſt a pong Gentleman, the rakehel wil be fo eager fo catch him. 
as a dog to talie a beare by the eares in Pariſh - garden, and when he 
bath laid hold vpon him, he vſeth him as curteouſly as a butchers cur 
would do an ore cheeke, when he is hungry, il her ſa the Centleman 
bath mony in his purſle, then ſtraigbt with a cap aud knee he carries 
bim to the tauerne, and bids him lend ſo2 ſome of his frendes to bale 
Him, but fir ſt he couenãts to haue ſome b2aie of angels fo2 his patnes, 
and beſides he cals in fo2 wine as grevily, as if the knaues mother 
had been bꝛocht againſt a hogſhead when he was begotten, but lup- 
pole the Gentleman wants pence, he wil either haue a pawne oz elſe 
dꝛige him to the counter, without reſpect of manhood o2 honeſtye, J 
ſhould ſpend the whole day with diſplaying his villanics, therefoze 
b:xfly let this ſuffice, he was neuer made by the con dent of God, but 
his lcuenly carkaſe was framd by the Diuell,of the rotten carian of 
a woolfe, and his ſoule of an viurers damned ghoſt turnd ont of hell, 
into his body to do monltrous wickednelſe againe vpon the carth, ſo 
that he ſhal be none of mp iur p, neither ſhal he comme nearer me then 
the length of mp rapier will ſuffer him. Indeede qd. Cloth bꝛeeches 
generally ſerieantes be bad, but there be amongſt them ſome honeſt 
men, that will do their duties with lawfull fauour: fo2 to ſay tcuth, if 
ſerieants were not, how ſhould men come by their debts (mar they 
are ſo cruel in their office, that if they arreſt a pooze man, they will 
not ſuffer him{ if hee hath no mony) to ſtay a quarter of an houre to 
talke with his creditoꝛ, although perhaps at thz mating they might 
take compoſition, but only fo the counter with bim vnles he will lay 
bis pewter, b2aſſe, couerlets, (beets, oz ſuch houſholdſtuffe, to them 
fo2 pawne of paiment of ſome coine fo2 their ſtaying: therefoze let 
him departout of this place,foz his rome is better then his company. 
Well then quoth J, what ſay you to theſe th2&, and with that J 
queſtioned their names, the one (aid hee was a Sumner, the other 
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a Gaoler, and the third an Jnfourmer : Jeſus bleſſe me(quoth Cloth 
b2&ches) what a Ging w as heere gathered together, no doubt Hel is 
bꝛoke looſe, and the Diuel meanes to kœp holiday, J make challeng 
againſt them al, as againſt woꝛſe men than thoſe that gaue euidence 
acainft Chꝛiſt:foꝛ ihe Sumner it bootes me to ſay little moze againit᷑ 
him, then Chaucer did in his Canfurbary tales, who ſaid hee was a 
knaue, a bꝛiber and a ba wd, but leauing that autho2ity although it be 
authenticall. pet thus much J can ſay of my ſelfe, that theſe dzunken 
dꝛolp ſonnes go a tooting abꝛoad ( as they themſelues term it) which 
ts to heare if anꝝ man hath got his maid with child oz plates the god 
ke low with his neighbours wile, ik he ſinde a hole in any mans coate 
that is ot wealth. then he hath his peremtoz p (citation ready fo ſcite 
him to the Archdeacons oz officials court, there to apcere and abide 
the ſham: x penalty of the law, the man perhaps in good credit with 
bis neighbours, loath to bzing his name in queſtion, greſeth the ſun- 
ner in the ſiſt, and then he wipes him out of the booke,and ſuffers him 
to get twenty with child, ſo he krpe him warme in the hand: he hath 
a ſaping to wanton wines, x they are his good dames, and as long as 
they feede hun with cheeſe, bacon, capons x ſuch od reuerſids, thep are 
honeſt, and be they acuer ſo bad, he ſweares to the official, camplaints 
are made vpon enup, and the women ot good vehautour ; tuſh What 
bawdꝛp is it he wil not ſuffer, ſo he map haue monp and good chere, 
and ik he like the wench well a ſnatch himſeife, foꝛ they know all the 
whozes in a countev, ⁊ are as lecherous companions as may be, to be 
b:efe,the ſumner liues vpon the ſins of people, 4 out of harlatry gets 
be all his commodicy, As foꝛ the Gaoler, atthough 3 haue bene little 
troubled in pꝛiſon to haue experience of his knauerp, pet 3 haue heard 
the pooꝛe pꝛiſoners complaine how cruell they be to them, extoꝛting 
with extraoꝛdinarp fœs, ſelling a duble curtail ( as they call it) with 
a duble iug ol beere foz 2 pence, which containes not aboue a pint t 
a halfe:let a pooꝛe mã be arreſteo into one of the counters, though he 
but ſct his foot in the but halfe an hour, he {hal be almoſt at an agels 
char ge, what with garniſh, croſſing and wiping out of the booke, 
turning the key, paying thechamberleine, faxingto2 his Jurp, and 
twenty ſuch ertoꝛtions inuented by themſelues, and not allowed by 
any ſtatute, God bles me gaoler from pour henhouſes, as J wil kepe 
yon fo2 comming on my queſt, and to you M. Inſourmer, you that 
tooke like a ciuil Cieizen, oz ſome handſoms petty-fogger of the law: 
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although your crimſon noſe bewzayes vdu can ſup of a ceole cup of 
lack withoat any chewing, yet haue you as much lp knavery in your 
ſide peuch there, as would bꝛeed the confuſion of foꝛtye honeſt men. 
It may bee ir you maruell why Jexclaime againſt the Jnfozmer 
fith bee is a moſt neceſſary member in the common wealth, and is 
higbly to the P2inces aduanntage foz the benifit of pennall ſtatutes 
and other abuſes, whereof be giueth ſpeciall inteligence 2 To wipe 
out this doabt, J ſpeake not againſt the Office but the Otficer, a⸗ 
gainſt ſuch as abule la we when they ſhould vſe it, and ſuch a one J 
gelle this fello we to bee, by the carnation tinaure ot his ruby noſe. 
Tberefoze let vs ſearch his bagge, and ſe what traſh you ſhall finde 
in it: with that although the Jnfourmer were very loath, yet wee 
pluckt out the ſtuſfing of his pouch, and in it was found a hundꝛed & 
8d wꝛittes: Whercat J wound2ed: and Cloth bꝛethes ſmiling bad 
mee read the Labels, and the parties names, and then examine the 
Infourmer how many of them he knewe, and wherein they had of- 
fended, J followed his countaile, and of al he knew bat thꝛe neither 
could he tel what tbey had done amille to bee arreſted, and bꝛought 
in queſtion. 

Cloth bꝛeeches ſ&ingmce and in a maſe, began thus to reſolue 
mee in my doubt, pergaps. quoth hee, you maruell why the Intour⸗ 
mer hath all theſe w2ittes, andknowes neither the particsno2 can 
obiec any offence to them? To this J aniwere : that it being a long 
vacafion, hee learned in the rowles all thoſe mens names, and that 
they were men of indifferent wealth: Now meanes hee to go abzoab 
and ſearch them out and arreſt them and though they knewe not 
wherein, 02 fo2 what cauſe thep ſhoulde bee troubled, yet rather then 
thep will come vp to London and ſpend their mony,they will beſtow 
ſome od Angell vpon maiſter Jnfourmer, and ſo ſit at home in quiet. 
But ſuppoſe ſome be ſo ſkubozne as to ſtand to the triall, vet can this 
cunning knane declare a Tamquam againſt them, ſo that though they 
be cleered, pet can thep haue no recompence at all, fo2 that he doth it 
in the courts behalfe. J wil not vnfold al his villanies but he is an a- 
buſer of good lawes and a very knaue, and ſo let him be with his fel 
lowes. J both wondꝛed and laught to heare Ciothbze&ches make this 
diſcourſe, when J (awe two in the vally together by the eares, the 
one in leather, the other as blacke as the Duaell : 4 ftept to them te 
part the frate, and queſtioned what they were, and may” 
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bzawled 2 Marre quoth hee, that lookfe like Lucifer, though J am 
blacke J am not the Dinell, but indeda Colter of Croiden, and ons 
fir that haue ſold many a man a falſe ſack of coales, that both wanted 
meaſure, and vas halfe full ofdalt and dꝛoſſe. 

Jnded J haue been a Lieger in my time in London, 2 haue plaied 
many mad pꝛanckes, foz which cauſe, you may apparantip ſ& J am 
made a curtal, fo2 the Pillozy ( in the ſight of a great many good and 
ſufficient witnefles) bath eaten off bath mine eares, and now fir this 
Ropemaker hanteth mee heere with his halters, J geile him to bee 
ſome euill ſpirit, that in the likeneſſe of a man, would ſince J haue 
paſt the Pillozy, perſwade me to hange my elfe fo2 my old offences, 
and theretoꝛe ſith I cannot bleſſe me from him with Nomine patris, 
lay Spiritus Sanctus about his ſhoulders, with a good crab · trie cud · 
gell, that he may get him out of me company, 

The Ropemaker replied, that honeftlp iourneping by the way hg 
acquainted hiinſelfe with the Collier, and foꝛ no other cauſe pꝛeten · 
ded. Honeſt with the Diuell, quoth the Collier, howe can ho be ho- 
neft, whoſe mother J gelſe was a witch, fo2 J haue heard them ſay, 
that witches ſay their pꝛaiers backward, and ſo doth the Ropema-« 
ker yearne his liuing by going backward, e the knaues chefe lining 
is by making fatall inſtruments, as halters and ropes, which diners 
deſperate men hang themſelues with. Meil quoth J, what ſay vou 
tothefe, ſhall they bc on the Jury? Ueluet bzeches ſaid nothing, but 
Cloth bꝛeeches ſaid, in the Ropemaker he found no great fatſhood in 
him, therefoze hee was willing he ſhould be one, but foz the Collier 
dee thought it neceſſary, that as he came fo he ſhould depart, lo then 
J bad the Ropemaker Rand by till moze came, which was not tong, 
fo2 there came th2& in a cluſter. As ſone as they dꝛue nie, I ſpred ons 
a fat charie with aſide ruſſet coate to his kn, and his han des all tu 
tanned with ſhifting his Duſe, yet woulde J not take notice what 
they were, but queſtioned with them of their ſeucrall occupations. 
Marry quoth the firſt, Jam a tanner, the ſecond a ſhomaker, and 
the thit d a Currier : then turning to the Plaintife and Defendant, J 
asked them if they would allowe of thoſe parties. No by my faith 
quoth Cloth b:&ches, I make challenge to them all. and J will pelo 
reaſons at impoꝛt againſt them: and firſt to you maiſter Tanner, 
are vou a man wozthp tobe ofa Jury, when your conſciencecares 
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tömoditp, but pꝛiuate gaines:not to benefit your neighbour, but foz 
to make the pꝛoude p2incore pour ſonne an vpſtart Gentleman, and 
becauſe you would marry pour daughter , at the leaſt to an Eſqnire 
that thee may if it be poſlible, be a Gentlewoman, t how comes this 
to paſſe? by your tanne- fats fo2 ſooth: fo2, whereas by the anciente 
lawes and ſtatutes of England, pon chonld let a hide lye in the Ouſe 
at the leaſt nine moneths, pou tan make geod leather ot it befoꝛe th 
moneths, vou haue pour Doues dong, pour Mar le, pour Aſhen barke 
and a thouſand thinges moꝛe, to bꝛing en pour Leather apace, that 
it is ſo badly Tanned that when it comes tothe wear inge, then it 
flztes away like a pœce of b2owne paper: and whereas pour backs 
of all other Could be the belt tanned, you bꝛing them ſo full of hozne 
to the market, that did pou not greaſe the ſealers of Leaden Yall 
thꝛoughly i: n the ſiſt, they ſhould neuer bee ſealed, but turned away 
and made {ozfiet by the ſtatute. J cannot at large lap open pour ſub- 
till pzactiſes, to beguile the pooze communaltp with bad leather. 
Bat let this ſuſtice, you leaue no villanie vnſought,to bzing the block 
head pour ſonne to go befoꝛe the Clowne his father trimely trickt vp 
in a patre of veluet bꝛæches. 

Now maiſter Curricr to pour tooſenage, pou cannef bee content 
onely to burne the leather you d2eſſe fo2 fault of liquoz, becauſe you 
would make the ſhoomaker pay well and you put in little ſtuffe:and 
beſides, when as in backs you ſhould onely put in Tallo w hard and 
good, you put in ſofte kitchenſtuffe mixt, and ſo make the good and 
well tanned Leather by your villany to fleet and waſt away, but alſo 
vou grow to bee an ertozting knaue, and a fozeſtaller of the market, 
fo2 you will buy leather ſides, backs, and C alue skines, and ſel them 
to the povze thamatiters at an vnreaſonable rate, by your falſe retay- 
linge, getting infinitc geeds by that exteſſiue p2ice ; both bndoing the 
pooꝛe thoomaker, aud cauſing vs that we pay cxtreamcly fo2 ſhooes, 
Foz if the Cu rier bought not Leather by the whole of the Tanner, 
the ſhoomaker night ha ue it at a moꝛe reaſonable pꝛice:but the ſho- 
maker being poꝛe, is not pet haps able to deale with a dicker of hides 
noꝛ perhaps with a cuple of baaks, and the Tanner will not fruit 
him: then the extoꝛting and cooſening Currier comes vp with this, 
J will lend pou fog a dap and ſo pinchelh him, that hee is (carce able 
to finde his childzen b2ead. 

But well hath the Pzince and the honourable Loꝛds of the pꝛiuie 
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tounſaile pꝛouided by an ac of Parliament, that no Currier ſhall 
bay leather either backs 02 hides of the Tanner, ſo fo bꝛidle the exto2- 
ting and fozeffalling cooſcnage, but craftilicr and ſubteller hath the 
knaue Currier cros bitten the ſtatute, in that he deales thus with the 
Tanner, he makes him hold his leather vnreaſonablp to the ſhoma- 
ker, and ſo when he cannot ſell it, he lates it vp in the Curriers houſe, 
vnder a colour whereas inded he hath ſold it him. 

Suppoſe this ſhitte be ſpied and pꝛeuented: then compoundeth her 
with ſome knaue ſhwmaker, ſome bale rakehell without a conſcience, 
that neither reſpecteth Cod, the commonwealth, noz his company, 
and fo2ſoth he is halſe with the Currier, who letteth him haue ſome 
hundzed marke, fo lape out foz leather every moncth, whereas hee 
ſpendes not in his ſhop a hundꝛed markes weezth in a peare: ſo the 
Gomaker buies it to abuſe the ſtatute foꝛ the Currier, and the Cur⸗ 
ricr by that meanes vndoeth the other ſhomakers : thus twoo crafty 
knaues are met and they neꝛde no bzoker. 

Now fo you gentle crafte, you maſſe tomakers : you can putt in 
the inner ſole, of a thin Calues skin, when as the ſhots a neates lea- 
ther ſhoo, which you know is cleane contrary both to conſcience and 
the ſtatute. Beſide, pou will ioine a neates leather vampy fo a calues 
leather herle: is not here good ſtuffe maiſter ſhomaker ? Mell fuz 
your knauzrp, vou ſhall haue thoſe curſſes which belonges vnto your, 
craft: youſhall be lighte fœted to tr auell far, lighte wit ted vpon cug# 
ry ſmall occaſion to geue your maiſter the bagge, you ſhall be moſt of 
you vath2ifts and al moſt all perfect godfellowes. Beüde Jremem- 
ber a merry ieſt how Mercury bꝛought you to a dangerous diſeaſe,fo2 
he reqiiclted a bone fo2 pou, which fell out to your greate diſaduan- 
tage, and to recreate vs here a little gentle crafte, what fell to yaur 
trade by that winged God. As it happened on a time that Jupiter and 
Mercury traueilinge together vpon carth, Mercury was wonderfully 
hungry and had no money in his purſe to buy him any fore, and at 
laſte to his greate con:fozte her ſpied where a company of Taplozs 
were af Dinner with buttred peale, catinge their peaſe with they2 
nedels pointes, one by one: Mercury came to them and asked the in 
his almes, they pꝛoudly bad him fit downe, and doo as hee ſaw they 
did, and with that deliuered him a needle. The pooze God. becinge 
paſſing hungry, could not content his maw with eatinge one byone, 
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the Tailozs ſeeing, they ſtart vp and ſaid, what fellow a ſhowell any 
aſpaede, to buttred peaſe, haſt thou no moze manners, get out of our 
company,and ſo they ſent him packing with many ſtroakes. 

Mercury comming back, jupiter demaunded of him what ne res: 
and her told him how churliſhky her was bſed amongſt the Tailo2s, 
well, wandz ing on further, Mercury eſpied where acompany of ſho- 
makers were at dinner with powered beefe and bzeweſſe, going to 
them befe:e he coulo aſke them any almes, thep ſapd, wellcome god 
fellow, what is thy ſtomack vp. wilt thou doe as wee doe and taſt of 
befe, Mercury thanked them and fat downs and eate his bcily full, 
and d: anke well of good double bete, and when her had done went 
home to his maſter. 

Alone as he came Tupiter aſked him what newes and hee ſaid: J 
haue lighted amongſt acrueof ſhomakers, the beſt fellowes that euer 
2 met with all, they haue frankely fed me without grudging, and 
therefoꝛe graunt mee a boone foz them. 

Aſke what thou wilt Mercury. quoth her and it ſhall bee done, why 
then goth her, graunt that fo2 this god turne they haue done mer, 
they may euer ſpend a groat afoze they can yearne two pence, it ſhall 
bee graunted quoth hee. 

Mercury affone as lupiter had ſaid the woꝛd, he bethought himſelf 
and ſ*yd ; nay but that they may yearne a groat afoze they ſpend two 
pence,fo2 my tongue ſlipt at the firſt, well, Mercury quoth hee, itcan- 
not bee recald the firſt wiſh mult ſtand, and hereof by Mercurys bone 
it grew that all the Gentle craft are ſuch god fellowes and ſpende- 
thꝛiftes. But howſoeuer,none of thoſe the, neither Shomaker tans 
ner,no2 Currier.ſhall bee accepted to bee of the iurp. 

As they went away with fleas in their ears, being thus tanted 
by Clothbꝛaches, wx might ſe where there came a troupe of ancient 
Gentlemen, with their ſeruingmen attending vpon them. The foze- 
moſt was a great old man, with a white beard all in ruſſet, and a faire 
black cloake on his back, and attending vppon him ſame fine men, 
their togniſance as Jremember was a pecock without a taile, the o- 
ther two that actompanied him, ſeemed meaner then himſelfe But 
pet Gentlemen of god wozſthip, whereupon J went towards them Fx 
ſaluted them and was ſo Lould as to que ſtion what they were and of 
their buſin e ſſe. The moſt ancienteſt anſwered he was a night, and 
thoſe two his neigybours, the one an eſquite, the other a gentleman E 
that 
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that they haue no dagent affaires, but only to walke abꝛoad to take 
the frech atre. Then did J ſhew them both Clothb2aches,and veluet 
b2&ches , t told them the controuerſy, & deſired their aide to be vpon 
the Jury. They ſmiling anſwered, they were content, 4 ſo did Cloth 
bꝛecches ſeem to reiopce, that ſuch honeſt antient Englich gentlemen 
ſhould be triers of his title, But veluetbzeches ſtozming, ſtept in x 
made challeng to them all. J demanded the reaſon why he ſhoyld re⸗ 
fuſe Gentlemen of ſo good calling? And be made me this anſwere. 
Why vou may gelle the inward minde by the ontward apparell, 
t (& how he is adicted by the homely robes he is ſuted in. Why this 
knight is moztall enimy to pzide + ſo to me, he regardeth hoſpitality 
t aimeth at honoꝛ with releening the »00ze, pou may ſe although his 
land es 4 renenewes be great,+ he able to maintain himſelf in great 
b:auery, vet he is content with home ſpun cloth, e ſcozneth the pꝛide 
that is now adaies bvſed amongſt young vpſtarts, he holdeth not the 
wo2th of his Gentry to be 4 conũſt in velnet bꝛeches, but valeweth 
truefame by the repoꝛt ofthecommon, ſozt, who pꝛaiſe him foz his 
vertue, Zuſtice,liberality,houſekeping and almeiderds, Vox populi 
vox Dei, histennants t᷑ farmers would if it might bee poſſible:make 
bim immozfall with their pꝛaiers t pꝛaiſes. He raiſeth no rent, rack- 
eth no lands, taketh no incombs, impoſeth no mercileſſe fines, enuies 
not an other, bupeth no houſe ouer his neighbours head, but reſped - 
eth his country e the commodity thereof, as dere as his life, Mee re⸗ 
gar deth moze to haue the nedy fed, to haue his boꝛd garniſhed with 
full platters, the to famous himſelf with exceſliue furniture in appa- 
rel. Since then he ſeoꝛneth pꝛide, he muſt of fo2ce pꝛoclaime himſelfe 
mine enimy, e therfoze be ſhal be none of my iurp, t ſuch as himſelfe 
A gelle the Squire and the Gentleman and therfo2e Ichalleng them 
all thze Why quoth⸗ J, this is ſtrange, that a man ſhould be dzawne 
from a queſt fo; his godneſſe. It men foz vertue be challenged, whom 
(hall we haue vpon the Jury, your obieaion helpes not maiſter vel- 
uet b:eeches,fo2 if hee be a man of ſo godly a diſpoſition, he will nets 
ther ſpeake fo2feare oꝛ fauour, hee will regard neither the riches of 
the one, no2 the plaine pouerty of the other, where vpon ſith you haue 
made mee trioz, J allowe them all the to bee of the Jury, and ſo J 
requeſted them to fit down till our Jury was ful, which they tourte · 
auſi div, although veluetbz&«ches frownd at it. When J laoking fo: 


mat, law wher ther cams atrope of men in apparel ſeeming pw2e 
E hone@

honeft Citizens. in all they were eight. J demaunded of them what 
they were, e whether they were going. One of them that ſeemed the 
welthieſt, who was in a furred Jacket made anſwere, that they were 
all frends going to the buriall of a neighbour of theirs, that peſter 
night died, and if it would do him any pleaſure to heare their names, 
they were not {o dainty but that they would tell them, and ſo then he 
began to tell me that by his art he was a Skinner, the ſecond ſaid he 
was a Joiner, the third was a Sadler, the fourth a waterman, the 
fift was a Cutler. the ſixt was a Bellows mender, the ſeauenth a 
Plaiſterer, and the eight a P2inter. In good time qnoth J, it is 
commendable when neighbours lone ſo well together, but if your 
ſpeede bee not over much, J muſt requeſt yeu to bee ot a Jury, lo 1 
diſcourſt vnto them the tontrouerſie betwene Clothbzeches and vel⸗ 
uet bzeches,and to what iſſue it muſt grow by a verdia, they ſermed 
al content, and 3 turned to the Plaintife and defendant, and aſked il 
they would make challeng to any of theſe. J ſcozne qv, veluet bʒethes, 
to make any great oblection againſt them, ſith they bee mecanicall 
men, and 3 almoſt hold them indifferent, fo2 this J know, they get 
as much and moꝛe by me than by him, the Skinner J vſe fe; furres, 
whereas this baſe Cloth bꝛeches bath ſcarce a nowne faced once in 
bis life, the Sadler fo2 coſtly imbꝛoidered ſadvels-the ioiner fo2 ſceling 
my houſe, the cutler fo gilt rapiers the Water man J vſe continuat- 
ly, ten times fo2 bis once, and ſo ltkewiſe the Plaiſterer, foꝛ the Bel- 
loweſmender alas pooze ſnake J knowehim not, foz the Pꝛinter by 
eur Lady J thinke J am ſome tenne pounds in his debt fo2 bookes, 
ſo that foz my part let them all paſſe. And foz me too qd. Cloth b2ee- 
ches, but pet a little to put them in remembꝛance ok their follies, let 
me haue a bout with them all, and firſt to pon maiſter Skinner, to 
whome J can ſap little but only this, that whereas you ſhould onlp 
put the backs of ſkinnes into facing, you taw the wombs and ſo de- 
teiue the buier, beſides if you have ſome fantaſtike ſkin bzought you 
nat wozth two pence, with ſome ſtrange ſpots though it bee of a lib⸗ 
bet, you will ſweare tis a moſt pꝛetious ſkin, and came from Muſco 
oz the fartheft parts of Calabria, The Sadler he ſtuſfes his pannels 
with ſtraw oz hay and ouer gaſeth them with haire, and makes the 
leather of them ofmozts, oz tand ſherps i kins Che iopner though an 
boneft man, pet bee maketh bis ioyuts weake, and putteth in lap in 
the moztelels » which ſhould be the hart of t he tree, and all to 2 
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cute lender. And you Cutler, you arepatronof ruffions and ſwaſh 
bucklers, and will ſell them a blade that map be thzuft info a buſhell, 
but if a phꝛe man come that cannot ſkil of it, you ſell him a ſwo2zde 03 
rapier new ouetglaſed, and ſwear the blade came oither from Turkey 
o2 Zoledo, Pow maiſter waterman you will ſay there is no lubfility 
in pou, loꝛ ther isnone ſo ſimple but that knows your fares,and what 
is due betweene Greenwich and London, and howe you pearns pour 
mony painfully with the ſweat of your bꝛowes, al this is true, but let 
mee whiſper one thing in your eare, pou will play the godfellow too 
much if vou be well greaſed in the fiſt, foz ifa young Gentleman any 
a pzety wench come to pou lay, waterman,my frend and J meane 
to go by water and to be merry a nighto2 two, J care not which way 
no: whether we go, and the reloꝛo where thou thinkef we may haue 
beft lodging thither carrie vs: then off goes your cap and away they 
go, fo bꝛainfoꝛd oꝛ ſome other place,and then you ſayholteſſe J pꝛaꝝ 
vou vſe this Gentleman and his wife wel, they are come out of Lon- 
don to take the aire and mean te be merry bare a night oz tiwo,and to 
ſpend their mony frankly, when God wot they are neither man noz 
wite,noz perhaps of any acquaintance befo2e the match made in ſome 
bawdy tauer ne, but you knowe no ſuch matter, and therefoze wa · 
terman J pardon you. And fo2 you Plaiſterer and Bellowſmender 
J paſſe you ouer, and ſo do J the Pzinter too, only this Jmalt niedes 
ſay to him that ſome of his trade will pꝛint lcwd bookes, and bawdy 
pamphlets, but Auri ſacra fames quid non?and therefoze Jam con- 
tent they (bal be al of the iurp. J was glad there were ſo many ac- 
cepted of at once, and hoped that now quickly the iurx would be ful, 
loking about ms, ſtraight Imight ſie one alone come running as faſt 
as he could. J wondzed what he ſhould be that he made ſuch haſt, x 
the lkinner told me he was an honeſt man and one of their company, 
by his occupation a bꝛicklaier. Db qd, Meluet bʒethes, a god honeſt 
ſimple man.he bath been long in my wozke, building me à ſumptesus 
boule. But A challens him, qd. Cloth bꝛæches, ſaꝛ he is a ugler. om 
qd. J, can it be, ſg he goeth berꝝ homelie in leather and hath his ruler 
in his hand & his trowel at his fide,+ be ſcemecth not as one that were 
giuen to ſuch qualities, pes qd. cloth bꝛches, he bath this polictez 
when be maketh.a ſtatalie plate al glozious ts the eir and ful ot fairt 
chambers and goodlie- roomes, andy ht the houſe perhaps i 
maus Chjmnies, yet den compre: dite his art: 
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that thꝛe oł them ſhal not ſmoke in the twelue moneth, eo ſpoiles be 
much god mozter and bꝛick. Why qd.J the fault is not in the wozke- 
man but in the houſekeper, foz now a dapes mewbuilde foz to pleaſe 
the eie, not to pꝛofite the paze,they vſe no roſt, but foꝛ themſelues, and 
their houſhold, noꝛ no fire but a little court chimny in their own chan 
ber, howcan the poꝛe bꝛicklaper then bee blamed, when the niggard- 
nes of the Loꝛd oz maſter is the cauſe no moze chimnies do ſinoke;foz 
weuld they vſe ancient hoſpitality as their fozefathers did, and valug 
as lightly of pꝛide, as their great grand fathers, then ſhould you ſee 
every chimny in the houſe ſmoke, and p2oue that the po2e artiſicer had 
done his part. WUby then qd,Clotbb2cches as you pleaſe, admitte him 
onthe queſt. But what be thoſe qd. Clothbz#ches, that come hcereſs 
ſoberly* J hope they be honeſt men,foz theyloke very demure, J will 
inquire ſaide J,. and with that ſteppinge to them, J demaunded their 
names, and vet y courtiouſly the one laid he was a bꝛewer, the other a 
butcher,the third a baker, and the fourth a vitler. Hearing what they 
were, J was glad, gheſsing ſith they were ſo honeſt ſubſtantiall men, 
that they. would helpe to make vp the Jury, when Ueluet-b2&ches 
with a grim and ſoure countenance gaue them this challenge. J hold 
it not neceſſary (quoth bee) that theſe haue any thinge to deale in my 
cauſe,fith J am at ods with them all, at leaſt in fozty pounds a pece, 
fo2 this ſeauen yeares 3 haue beene indebted vnto them fo2 bzeade, 
befe,bere and other viduals, then ſith they haue credited me longe, 
and J haue had ſo little care to pay them, J doubt now they wil reueng 
themſelues and paſſe againſt me in the ver dict. ay ( quoth 3) the ra- 
ther will they hold on your part, fo2 if they be honeft wiſe menne (as 
they ſame to bie) they will be carefull of your pzefermente, ſceing the 
moꝛe highcly vou are aduaunced, the moze like are they to tome by 
their owne. It cherefoze you can obiect no other pointes of diſhoneſty 
againlt them, 3 (& no reaſon why they ſhoulde bee put by. If you dog 
not(quoth Clothbaeches)then hears me and J will pꝛoue them vnfit 
to haue anpdealings here,andfirft foz the Butcher. J p2ay you god- 
man Kil-calfe,what hanocke play you with puffing vp of meate, and 
blowing with your pꝛicker as you flea it, haue vou not your artiffciall 
knaneries fo ſet out your meat with pzickes,andthenſweare he hath 
anoze foz mony then ever you bought, to ſell a pete of an old Cowfoz 
achdpofa-young Dre.to walh your oldemeate that hath hung wel- 
eringan tho hap ith new bloud,totruſſeawayan oldt en w i 
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ofa young weather, 4 although you know it is hurtful and foꝛbidden 
by the ſtatutes to flea pour hides,ſkines, backs, with cuts and flaſhes 


to the impouerſhing of the pooꝛe ſhoomaker when hee buies if, vet J 
p2ay you how many ſtaughters do you make in a poꝛe Calues ſkin? 
Oh Butcher, a long lent be your puniſhment, fo2 you make no con- 
lcience in deteiuing the pooze. And you maſſe Bꝛewer that gro we to 
be wozth fozty thouſand pounds by your ſelling of ſoden water, what 
ſubtilty haue por in making your beare,to ſpare the malt i put in the 
moze of the hop to make pour dzinke (be barly neuer ſo cheape) not a 
whit the ſtronger, x vet neuer ſel a whit the moꝛe meaſure foꝛ mony, 
you can when you haue taken all the hart of the malt away, then clap 
on loze of water tis cheape enough, and math out a tanning of (male 
beare, that it ſcoures a mans mawe like renniſh wine: in your con- 
ſcience how many barrels dzaw you outof a quarter of malt: fle, fie A 
conceale your falſhood, leaſt 7 ſhould bee too bꝛoad in letting downe 
your faults. And foz you godman Baker, you that loue to be ſeene in 
the open market place vpon the Pillozy, the woꝛld cries out of your 
wickedneſſe, pou crane but one deare yeare fo make pour daughter & 
Gentle woman. you buy your co2ne at the beſt hand, and yet wil not 
be content to make pour bꝛead weight by many ounces, vou put in 
yealt and ſalt to make it heuie, and yet al pour policy cannot make it 
butfine foz the Pillozy, the poozecrie aut, the rich find fault, and ths 
L 02d ÞPalo2 4 the Sherifs like honoꝛable + wozſhipfut maieſtrats, e- 
ner p tap walke abꝛoad e weigh pour bꝛead, and yet al wil not ſerue 
fo make you honeſt men, but were extremity vſed,and the ſtatute put 
in the higheſt degree in p2aciſe, you woulde haue as fewe eares on 
your heads as the Collier. Laſt to you Tom tapſter, that tap your 
{male cannes of beere to the poꝛe, and pet fil them halfful of froth that 
cards your bere(if you ſe your gueſts begin to be dꝛunke) halfe ſmal 
E halte ſtrong, you cannot bee content to pinch with your [mall pots 
E your Oſtry faggots, but haue your truggs to dzawe men on to vil- 
lany, and to bꝛing cuſtomers to your houſe, where you ſell a ioint of 
meat fo xii. pence that coft you ſcarſe ſix i if any chance to go on the 
ſkoze, you ſkoze him when he is a llæpe, and ſet vp a groat a day moze 
then be bath, to finde you dꝛinking pots with your companions:to be 
thozt,thou art a knaue, and J like not of any of thereft, the way lies 
befoze you, and threfoze yon may be gon, ſoꝛ you ſhal be none of the 
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fat fellows al in damaſk cotes and gownes welted with Uelnet very 
b:aue and in great conſultation, as ifthey.wer to determine of ſome 
waightp matter, dꝛawing neere J ſaw they were welthy Citizens, lo 
Y went and reuccently (ſaluted them, e told them dow we neded their 
aide about the appeaſing of a controuerſte, ſhewinge them Where the 
knight.eſquire,andother ſtaied, tell we might finde men to fill vp the 
Jurp, they were contented, but veluetbzeeches excepted againſt fow- 
er of them and ſaid they were none of his friendes, that was the mar- 
chant,goldſmith, mercer, and dꝛaper, his allegations were theſe, that 
they were all fethered of one winge to fetch in young Gentlemen by 
commodities vnder tte colour of lending ot mon: foz the Parchant 
veliuered the yon, Tin, Lead, hops, Sugars, Spices, Diles, bꝛowne 
paper 92 what ſoeuer elſe from ſixe moneths fo ſixe mone hs, whiche 
when the poze Gentleman came to ſell againe, hee coulde not make 
th:&ſcoze and ten in the bund2ed beſlde the viury.The Mercer he fol- 
loweth the vpſtart Gentleman that hath no gonernment of himſelfe, 
and he fedeth his humoz to go baue, he ſhall not want ſilkes, Sattins 
Ueluets,to pzanck abzoad in his pompe, but with this pꝛouiſion, that 
he mult bind ouer his land in a ſtatute marchant oz ſtaple, & ſo at laſk 
fo:feit all vato the mercileſſe mercer,and le aue himſelfneuer afaotof 
ground in Englande, which is the reaſon that foz a few remn 
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Goldſimith is not behinde, foʒ moſt of them deale with vſurp, and let 
young Gentlemen haue commodities of plate foz ten in the hundzed, 
but they mult loſe the faſhion in ſellinge it againe (which cuts them 
ſoze)beſide they are moſt of them ſkilde in alcumy, 4 can temper met - 
tales ſhzewdly, with no little p2ofite ts themſelues,e diſaduantage fo 
the buier,beſide puffe rings, and quaint conceits which J omit. And fo 
foz you Dꝛaper, be fetcheth them off fo; liuery cloth, and cloth foz ſix 
moncths & ſix, x yet hath he moꝛe knacks in his budget, fo2 hee hath lo 
darke a ſhop, that no man can wel choſe a pece of cloth it ſo ſhadows 
the die and the thꝛed, a man ſhall be deceiued in the wol and the nap, 
they tauſe the cloth woꝛker ſo to pꝛeſſe them, belive hee impo ſeth this 
charge to the Cloth worker that he dzaw his cloth and pull it paſſinge 
bard when he ſets it vpon the tenters, that he may haue it full bzedth 
and length till thzeed and all teare and rent in peces, what care ther 
lo that, haue they not a dzawgr to ſerue their turne to date and 
ſeame vp the holes ſo cunningly that it chall neuer bs —

haue ſœne in ene b2oadcloth eighteene (coze holes fozne rackt and 
puld by the Cloth wozker, only to pleaſe the Dꝛaper and deceive the 
common wealth. To beſhozf, the Clothwozker what with rowing x 
ſetting ina fine nap, with powbering it and pzeſſing it, with ſhering 
the woll to the pꝛofe of the thze&d, deale (0 cunningly that they pꝛout 
themſelues the Dzapers minifter to execute his ſubtilties, therefoze 
if he chance to come let him be remembzed. Now ſirfoz the Uentner, 
he is an honeſt ſubſtantial man a frend to all goodfellows, and truly 
my frend foz my mony,and wozthy to be of the iur p. Why, no quoth 
clothbz#ches J ain of another mind foz J hold him as deceitfal as any 
of the reſt, what the vintner, wohp, he is a kind of Negromancer, foz af 
midnight when al men are in bed, then he fo: (oth fals to his charmes 
and ſpels, ſo that he tumbles ane hogſhead into another, and can make 
acup ofclatet that hath loſt his colour to loke high with a daſh of red 
wine at his pleaſure,if be hath a ſtrong gaſcoigne wine, foz feare it 
ſhould make bis gueſts to ſane d2unke, be can allay it with a ſmall 
rochel wine he can cheriſh vp white wine with ſack, e perhapsifyom 
bid him waſh the pot cleane when hee goes to dꝛawe you a quart of 
wine, hee will leaue a little water in the bottome, and then dzaw it 
ful of wine, and what and if he do? tis no harme, wine and water is 
godagainſt the heat of the liver. Jt were infinet to rehearſe the iug- 
ling of the vintners, the diſoꝛder of their houſes,eſpecially of the per- 
ſons that frequent them, and thereloꝛe fith veluetbꝛerches bath put by 
the marchant,gold\mith,mercer,and dꝛ aper, the vintner ſhal go with 
them fo: company. As theſe were going away in a ſnuff,foz becing 
thus plainly taunted, we might ſ&@ a made merry crue come leaping 
vuer the field as frolickly as ifthey ought not al the woꝛld two pence, 
and dzawing moze nearer we might perceiue that either bottle ale 
os beere had made a fray with them,foz the lifting of their feet ſhewed 
the lightnes of their heads, the fozmoit was a plain country fir John, 
02 vicar that had pꝛoclaimed by the rednes of his noſe he did go oftner 
into the alehouſe then the pulpit, and him J aſked what they were and 
whether they were going, what are you qv.the pzeſt,that fandeth by 
the high way to examine me and my frends, heres none in my com⸗ 
pany but are able to anſwere fo; themſelues,J ſeing they were al ſet 
on-amerry pin, told the cauſe, and how the controuerſte grew betwixt 
Cloth bz&ches and Ueluet bz&eches and that we needed them to bee 
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are my parſhioners, e we haue bene dꝛinking wilh a poze man, and 
ſpending our monpe with him, a neighbour of ours that bath loſt a 
cow, no we foz our names and trades, this is a ſmith, the ſecond a 
weauer, the third a miller, the fourth a cooke, the fifth a carpenter, the 
firt a glouer, the ſeauenth a pedler, the eight a tinker, the ninth a wa- 
terberer, the tenth a huſbandman, the elenenth a diar, and thetwelfth 
a ſailoz, and J their Uickar:how could you ſir haue a fitter jury then 
me and my parlhioners?yon are a little tobaefe. qd, Cloth bzeeches, 
are you not ſome puritane M. parſon, 02 ſome fellow that ratſeth-vp 
new ſciſmes and herifics amongſt pour people? A plague on them all 
quoth J fir, fo2 the wozld was neuer in quiet, denotion, neighbogr- 
hoode noz hoſpitality neuer flouriſhed in this land, ſince (ach vpſart 
boies f ſhittle witted foles became of the miniſtry, J cannot tel, they 
pꝛeach faith, faith, and ſay that doing of almes is papiſtrp, but they 
haue taught ſo long Fides ſolam iultificat, that they haue pꝛeached 
god wozkes quit out of our Pariſh, a pwze man ſal as ſone bzeake 
bis necke as his falt at a rich mans dooze ; foz my frend, Jam indede 
none of the beſt ſchollers, yet J can read an Youily every ſanday and 
bolyday,and kepe company with my neighbours, and goe to the ale- 
honſe with them, and if they be fallen out, ſpende my money fo make 
them friends,a'1d on the Sundaies ſomtime if godfellowtſhip call mg 
abap, J ſay both moꝛning t euning pꝛaier at once, ę ſo let them haue 
a whole afternoone to play in. This is my life, J ſpende my liuing 
with my pariſhioners, J leek to do al good, and J offer no man harm. 
Well qd Clothbꝛæches) J warrant thou art an honeſt Aicar, and 
therefoꝛe ſtand by, thou ſhalt be one ok the queſt, and fo2 yon ſmith, 
A ſe no great fault in you, you yearne your lining with the ſweat of 
vour bzowes,and ther can be no great knauery in you, only F would 
haue you to amend your life fo2 dꝛinking, ſith you are neuer at quiet 
vnles the pot be ſtill at your noſe. But pon weauer, the Pꝛouerbe 
uts you down foꝛ a crafty knaue, vou can, filch and ſteale almoſt as 
ill as the Tailoꝛ, pour wofe and warpe is lo cunningly dꝛawne out 
that you plague the pooꝛe countrey Hulwines foz their yearne, and 
dawbe on lo much dꝛigs that pou make it ſeeme both well wꝛought

tde thurſday at night ther beanyleft,you make pies of it on ſunday 
moznings, and almoſt with vour louenly knavery poyſon tie pat 
people. To be ſhozt,Jbzok you not, and therefoʒe be walking. #02 
the Carpenter, Olouer, and Mater bearer,the Huſbandman, Dier 
Ee Sailo;,ſith your trades haue but pettyſlighes, ſtand you w Mai⸗ 
fer Vicar,you are line to helpe to giue inthe verdid:but fo; the ped- 
ler and the tinker,they are two notable knaues,both of an hare, e 
both cozin germaines tothe dinel. Foz the tinker, why be is a dꝛow⸗ 
lie, baudp, dꝛonken companion, that walks vp edown with a trug 
after him. and in ſtopping one hole he makes thꝛi:t᷑ if in conuenient 
placetbey met with one alone, perhaps rile him oz her of all that 
euer they bane. A baſe knaue without feareof God, oꝛ loue to any 
one, but to his whoze and himſelle. The Pedler as bad oz rather 
wozle, walketh the country with his dockſey at the leaſt, it he haue 
not two his moztes dels, and Autem mortis, he palleth commonly 
thꝛough cuery paire of fockes, either fo2 bis dꝛunkennes oz bis le⸗ 
cher. And beſide it is repozted pon can lift o: nip a bounge like a 
guire Coue t you want pence,t that vou carry your pack hut toʒ a 
colour to ſhadow pour other villanies, wel howſocuer,you are both 
knaues and ſo be iogging. Mel qd J. ſuppoſe the iurꝑ be almoſt full, 
J bel ue we want not aboue thʒe oʒ four perſons: loke you where 
they tome to mane vp number, and they ſhouid be men of god diſ- 
poſition,foz they ſeeme to be al ofthe country. Afone as they came 
to vs I met them, and told the the matter, and they were content. 
The one ſaid he was aOrafter, the other a Farmer, the other a 
thepheard;to them both Mat think von of theſe thꝛa qd A: marry 
laith Meluetbꝛethes, two ot them are honeſt men, but the otters 
à baſe knaue: but tis no matter;lhufle him in amongſt vᷣ red Nay 
by pour leaue quoth Clothbzetdes, J will ſhuifle out theſe tu o, (oz 
they are very Coʒmozants oł the Country, and deut ure the doe 
people withtheir monſterous And ſirſt Jalledge againſt 
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the Oraſier that he foꝛeſtalleth paſturs and medow grounds, foz the 
feeding of his cattell, and wzingeth leaſes of them out of paze mens 
hands, and in his buying ofcattel he committeth great vſury, fo2 if it 
pꝛoue a wet peare, then hee maketh hanock and ſelleth deare ; if it 
be a dꝛy yeare, then be buieth cheape, and yet hauing paſture keepes 
them till he may come to his owne pꝛiſe: be knoweth as well as the 
Butcher by the feede of a Bullock how much Tallow he will y&lde, 
what his quarters will amount vnto : what the Tanner will giue 
fo; the Vide - nay, what the ſowſe wines are able to make ofthe in 
wards ; ſothat he ſels it ſo deare to the Butcher, that ge can ſcarce 
line of it, and therefoꝛe what ſubtilty the Butcher vſeth commeth 
from the Graſier, ſo that Jerempt him from the queſt as a bad memo 
ber, and an ill friend to Clothbzæches. And foz you maſſe Farmer, 
vou know how thꝛough vou conetous Land-[02ds raiſe their rents, 
foꝛ it a poꝛe man haue but aplough land, i you ſ& his paſtares beare 
good grafſe, and his earable ground good co2ne, and that he pꝛoſper- 
eth and goeth fozward on it and pꝛouideth and maintaineth his wife 
and ſeruants honeſtly, then Inuidus alterius rebus marceſſit opinis, vi- 

cinumque pecus grandius vber habet. | 
Chen ftraight enuy pꝛicks the Farmer fozward and hee bids the 
Landlozd far moze then the poze man paies pearelp foz it: ſo that 
if hee bee a Tenant at will, hee puts him out to beg in the ſtreat oz 
when his leaſe comes out bee oner loades him in the fine, and thus 
bloudſacketh bee the poꝛe foz his owne pꝛiuate pzofite. Beſides the 
baſe chnffeif he ſes a fozwerd yeare ⁊᷑ that coꝛne is like fobeplenty, 
then he murmereth againſt God, and ſwereth and pꝛoteſteth he ſhall 
be vndone: reſpecting moze the filling or his owne coffers by adearth, 
then the p2ofit of his country by a gener all plenty.

him out of franke tenement wꝛonging him of his right and imbolliſh⸗ 
ing his credit, ił you finde that clothbzeches hath don veluetbzeches 
wꝛong, then let him bee ſet in his fozmer eſtate and allow him reſon⸗ 
damages. Upon this they lated their handes on the booke and 
vere ſwozne and departed to ſcrutine of the matter by inquiry a- 
mongſt themſelues, not ſtirring out ofour ſight noz ſtaping long but 
ſtraight returned, and the night foz them all as the fozmolt, ſaid 
thus. Do it is, that we haue with equity and conſcience conſidered ot 
this controuerſie betw&ne Neluet-bꝛerches and Cloth-bzeches, as 
touching the pzerogatiue of them both, which are moſt wozthy to bee 
rightly reſident, æ haue ſeiſon in Frank tenement here in England, 
and we do finde that Clothbzerches is by many hundzedyeares moꝛe 
antient, euer ſince Brute an inhabitant in this Jalnd, one that bath 
bene in Diebus illis a companion to kings. an equall with the nobili⸗ 
te a friend to Gentlemen and peomen, and patron ofthe poꝛe. a true 


ubiea, a good houſek&per, and generall as honeſt as hee is ancient, 


Whereas Uelnetbzeches is an vpſtart come out of Italy, begot of 
P2ide,nurſed vpby ſelleloue, c bzought into this country by his com⸗ 
panion ufangleneſſe, that hee is but of late time a raiſer of rents 
an enemp to the tommon⸗ wealth, and one that is not any way to be 
pꝛeferred in equity befoze Clothbꝛeches to haue don him no w2ong, 
but that bee hath lawfully claimed his title of Frank tenement. and 
in that wee appoint him foz euer ts bee reſident. At this verdict pzvs 
nounſt by the Knight, all the ſtanders by clapt their hands, and gaue 
a mighty ſhout, whereat J ſtarted and awaked, ſoz J was in a 
dzeame and in my bed, and ſo roſe vp, and wzit 
in a merry vaine what you haue heard, 
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
